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DOES NOT ASSIST 
IN DEVELOPMENT 


Plain Words Concerning Land Spec- 
ulation From Frank T. Bullen 
Before Canadian Club 


“Speculation in land does not assirt 
but. rather hinders the development of 
a country,” said Frank T. Bullen in 
his address to the Canadian club at 
the luncheon given in his honor at 
the King Edward hotel today. 

“Speculation in land,” he continu- 
ed, “makes it harder for the man 
who produces to produce at a profit. 

“The real estate man should re- 
member that the profits he makes 
must be made by the sweat of the 
workers. 

“Lo not abuse your position, Some 
fellow has to earn the difference be- 
tween the price you buy at and the 
price you sell at.’ 

Reverence for Law. 

Speaking of the impressions receiv- 
ed during his stay in the country Mr. 
Bullen said:— 

“You people in this great Dominion 
have brought somehow to bear upon 
this public a profound feeling of rev- 
erence for law and order.” 

In the course of a life spent in tra- 
vel he said he had never been in a 
country where there was less disturb- 
ance. In Canada he had seen a closer 
approximation to that ideal state in 
Which the laws are written upon the 
hearts of the people than in any other 
country. 


“I hope,” said the spenker, “that 
the state of lawlessness which exists 
to the south of your border, in a 


country where laws are made to be 
broken, may never exist among you. 
that I am an Englis‘bh -‘Remrme 

“Remember that I am an English- 
man and an Englishman who loves 
his country, and is not ashamed to 
say so. The man who truly loves is 
the man who truly sees. I am not 
blind to the faults of my country, and 
see how much better she might be 
if she could only get the dust of cen- 
turies out of her eyes. I would ask 
you, however, not to regard the old 
country as a back number in every- 
thing that tends to the uplifting of 
the race.” x 

The speaker then dwelt at some 
length upon the need of more rail- 
ways to develop the resources of the 
country, and to accomplish the great 
work imposed upon Canada by the 
incoming flood of eager people, eager 
to exploit the country. 

“If only we could once get people 
at home to awaken from their dreams 
you would have, not merely the forty 
miltions that Mr. Mackenzie brought 
from London, but hundreds of mil- 
lions.” 

laboring Man is Honored, 

In his visits to the various towns of 
the west the speaker had been much 
impressed by the type of man arising 
in the country. “In many instances 
in Europe this man is looked down 
upon as ‘that laboring fellow,’ with 
coarse features and uncouth manners. 
Every day that man lives here, how- 
ever, he is rising, and learning how 
to become one of natures gentlemen. 
You are educating him. 

“You have got beyond the stage of 
feeling that you are a colony belong- 
ing to th eold country. I hope you 
will never reach the condition in 
which you will look down upon the 
mother country as down and out.’ She 
is to be reckoned with still. And no- 
thing has pleased me more than to 
observe the affection in which she is 
held here. You will not forget the 
rock from whence you were hewn, 
the little group of islands which, with 
all her faults, has been for centuries 
the cradle of human liberties, and re- 
mains today the freest country upon 
which God allows the sun to shine.” 

On behalf of the members of the 
Canadian club Col, Edwards, who pre- 
sided at the luncheon, tendered a 
very hearty vote of thanks to the 
speaker. 


TRAGEDY MARS PICNIC, 


Boy Lost His Life in Egdeavoring to 
. Save Companion. 


Toronto, June 21,—A tragedy marr- 
ed the*picnic of the Wychwood Park 
Presbyterian Sunday School at Mea- 
dowvale on Saturday, when John C, 
Tulloch, the 19-year-old son of Mr, 
Peter Tulloch, was drowned, The 
young fellow and another lad of his 
own age went out on the river at 
Meadowville in a canoe, and started 
diving from the frail craft, hanging to 
its side on coming back to the surface. 
The canoe was upset by one of the 
lads jumping from it, and without its 
support, Tulloch’s companion became 
exhausted. Tulloch went to his as- 
sistance and lost his own life.

WILL REVOLUTIONIZE 
MAKING OF ENGINES 


A New Westminster Man Invents a 
Reciprocating Turbine Engine of 
Great Promise—Experts Say it Will 
Have Wide Influence on Steam 
Engines, 


oe 


New Westminster, June 20—An en- 
gine that is expected to make a sen- 
sation among those who use steam 
motive power, and that, it is said by 
experts who have examined it, will 
revolutionize the manufacture of en- 
gines, has been invented by George 
Cassady, manager of the Columbia 
Cold Storage company, of this city. 
The invention is of three years’ stand- 
ing, and during that time has been 
thoroughly tested in the plant of the 
inventor. Applications have been 
made for further patents covering re- 
cent improvements. Patent rights 
have been secured both America 
and Europe. 

Reciprocating Turbine, 


The engine is called a reciprocating 
turbine. Properly speaking it is no- 
thing more nor less than a simple 
reciprocating engine with three cylin- 
ders and a piston which imparts a ro- 
tary motion to the shaft on the tur- 
bine principle, without the use of 
connecting rods, cranks or eccentrics 

It differs from the reciprocating 
engine in the particular that it Is} 
confined in a circular casting similar 
to a turbine, and it would at first sight 
be supposed to be a turbine. None 
of the working parts are visible. 

In steam consumption the elabor- 
ate tests already made, show that it 
has a saving of 50 per cent. over ord- 
inary reciprocating engines. In cost 
of construction, per horse power, it 
will not exceed 50 per cent. of the 
cost of the ordinary reciprocating en- 
gine, and in cost of maintenance it 
will not amount to 25 per cent. of 
the reciprocating engine. The work- 
ing parts run in a bath, and are aut- 
omatically oiled, which effectually 
lubricates all the working parts. 

In One Direction Only. 

The present engine is built to run 
in one direction only, but there will 
be no mechanical difficulty in having 
one built to run in either direction, to 
be changed at will. The two purposes 
for which the engine is especially ad- 
opted are for marine work and gen- 
erating electricity. The quality that 
commonds it for marine work is the 
fact that it can be run in either direc- 
tion. It is also just as effective at 
low speed in steam consumption as at 
a high one, wherein it has an advant- 
age over the turbine engine, which is 
only effective at a maximum speed. 
It has no centre and can be started 
under a load in either direction. The 
new engine has also the advantage of 
high speed when necessary as the pis- 
ton speed efficiency is fully equal to 
twice that of a reciprocating engine 
which makes it an admirable engine 
for driving dynamos, direct connected. 

Quite a number of technical experts 
in Vancouver and New Westminster 
have examined the engine, and all 
proclaim it an invention that will have 
a very wide influence on steam engines 
of the future.

Toronto, June 21—It is characteris- 
tic of Willlam Mackenzie that he 
should have slipped away to the Pa- 
cifle coust immediately after the ar- 
ranging for the flotation of the Can- 
adian Northern railway stock on the 
Toronto exchange without telling the 
Canadian public that this was the last 
chance to get a lock-in at the com- 
mon stock of the company. 

During the week there 
severa! transactions in five per cent. 
income charge convertible debenture 
stock of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way. One-third of the total issue of 
$15,000,000 is available to Canadian 
investors has been very largely 
underwritten by several of the lead- 
ing houses. 

Intrest on the stock is payable 
after the fixed charges and operating 
expenses of the railway have been 
met. There is an accumulated surplus 
of $3,948,517 and the net earnings of 
the ten months ending April 30 of the 
current fiscal year show an increase 
of $585,600 over those for the corres- 
ponding period of last year. Five per 
cent. on $15,000,000 is assured for sev- 
eral years even if the railway were 
to earn no more surpluses. 

The stock, which is redeemable at 
par, will be redeemable on January 
1, 1916, and during the three subse- 
quent years at the holders’ option into 
common stock of that company at 
dollar for dollar face value.

WESTERN PRISONERS 
RESOURCEFUL MEN 


The Dominion Inspeetor, Mr. Dawson, 
Says That the Eastern Convict is 
Infcerlor—The Ticket of Leave Sys- 
tem is Working Out Satisfactorily 
in Canada. F 


New Westminster June 20—Ac- 
cording to Dominion Inspector Daw- 
son, who is in the city this week on 
his annual tour of inspection of the 
penitentiarios of the country, there 
are approximately 1460 prisoners in 
the penitentiaries of the Dominion, 
There are six penitentiaries in all, 
three west and three east. Of this 
number of prisoners 221 are now in- 
carcerated at New Westminster, 


“While there has been a steady in- 
crease in the number of prisoners 
throughhout Canada the total js not 
abnormal in comparison with the 
growth of the population,” said Mr. 
Dawson, “In fact, if anything, the per- 
centage is very low. There is this 
difference in the prisoners of the east 
and west. Asa rule we find the west- 
ern prisoner a better educated, more 
successful mun than the easterner. 
This is not based on a general com- 
parison of easterners and westerners, 
but in the larger centers of popula- 
tion we find more weaklings, and 
criminals from environment. In the 
west your prisoner is more of a des- 
perddo, and hence a more resource- 
ful man. He rather glories in his 
criminal career, and is as jealous of it 
as another man would be of his pro- 
fessional reputation, For that reason 
the western prisoner ds_a rule is a 
harder One to deal with." 


Nationality of Prisoners. 

Mr. Dawson does not agree with the 
assumption that a large influx of 
European immigration from any par- 
ticular country means an abnormal 
increase of foreign prisoners in the 
prisons of Canada, 

“That is a mistaken conception,” he 
said. “My experience has been that 
the nationalities of the prisoners in 
our penitentiaries is based on the per- 
centage of fellow-countrymen living 
in the country, Thus we find that the 
majority of prisoners are of Canadian 
birth." 

Speaking of people of superior edu- 
cation, Mr. Dawson says that the clev- 
erest criminals in the prisons are the 
best educated people, their very crim- 
inal acts requiring the application of 
the keenest intellect and most polish- 
ed demeanor. 

Ticket-of-Leave Working Well. 

The inspector finds that the system 
adopted by the government eleven 
years ago relative to ticket-of--leave 
men is working out well. By this sys- 
tem prisoners, whose conduct during 
incarceration and before are such that 
in the opinion of the authorities they 
will be safe to allowed out on proba- 
tion, are given their freedom under 
condition that they report to the of- 
ficials once # month, leave intoxicants 
alone, and «weep at work. The great 
difficulty when this probation law was 
put Into effect was to find work for 
paroled prisoners, but under the ad- 
ministration of Dominion Parole Of- 
ficer Archibald this has been over- 
come. This vificer keeps in touch 
with employers all over the country 
s0 that now no trouble is experienced 
in getting work for probationers and 
they are given a better chance to keep 
free of their old temptations than 
formerly. 

“Some probationers have come back 
and voluntarily given themselves into 
custody again,” said Mr, Dawson, “be- 
ing unable to comply with the condi- 
tions. Many of such are men who 
can not control their desire for liquor, 
but in the great number of cases they 
become useful citizens, and it is a 
significant fact that after eleven years 
less than 3 per cent.—2.40 to be exact 
—~hayve been sent to penitentiary 
again. The parole system is not only 
satisfactory from a moral standpoint, 
but it is a great saving to the coun- 
try, Between 1,500 and 1,600 men 
have been paroled since the law has 
been in effect.” 

* Do Not Coddle Them, 

“We do not coddle our prisoners, as 
I hear is done in some institutions in 
the States,” said the inspector, “but 
we do not use unnceessarily strict 
measures with them. This does not 
sean that discipline is relaxed, for 
what would be the use of sending men 
to prison unless they knew they were 
in a prison, but they are treated in 
& manner calculated to make them 
useful citizens when their terms ex- 
pire Competent instructors teach 
them various trades and they are en- 
couraged in every way to make them- 
selves proficient in whatever line of 
work they take up on entering impris- 
vament.”

Frank T. Bullen Sees Great Future 
For Dominion. The West 
Needs Railroads 


Frank T. Bullen, the noted English 
writer of seafaring stories, arrived in 
Edmonton last night on his return 
from Vancouver. 

When seen by the Bulletin this 
morning Mr. Bullen was very enthusi- 
astic as to the brilliant future of the 
Canadian West. 

“The first and most striking impres- 
sion that I received of Canada,” said 
Mr. Bullen, “was the vastness and 
great extent of the country. For the 
last twenty years I have been travel- 
ling over the different part of the 
empire, but never before have I been 
so impressed with the great extent 
of country teeming with mineral 
wealth, covered with forest and as 
yet practically unexplored as is this 
Canadian west of yours. 

“What thi scountry will be in twen- 
ty years it is hard to say, but it dues 
not require a prophet to predict that 
it will be the centre of Canadian and 


perhaps British affairs in time to 
come. 
“The marvellous fertility of the 


land, coupled with the progressive na- 
ture of you Canadians, has made this 
country what it is today, 
Westerners Up and Doing. 

“Things are accomplished here in 
a year that the average old country 
man would sit down and think about 
twenty years before attempting. It 
is our conservative nature in the old 
land that makes us averse to any rapid 
changes. The customs of centuries 
hold us back, but here in this new 
land of yours you are not bound by 
any old customs or traditions. The 
country is new, the people are new, 
in fact everything is new. 


“The English peasants do not tra- 
vel,’ continued Mr. Bullen. “Right 
in my native village, which is only 


fifty miles from London, the majority 
of the laboring class Know as little 
about London as they d oabout Can- 
ada. They only get a mail delivery 
once a day and as for being isolated, 
and living to themselves, they might 
as well be a hundred miles outside of 
civilization on some remote Canadian 
prairie. 

“What this progressive young coun- 
try needs,” said Mr. Bullen, “ts rail- 
roads and plenty of them. The lack 
of railroads is keeping the country 
back and this is due to Canadians, 
themselves not staning behind the 
railroads in the proper way. Why, 
only to think that the magnificent and 
fertile land lying between Calgary and 
Vancouver has only one line running 
through it. Of course, I understand 
that the G.T.P, and C.N.R. are push- 
ing their lines to the coast as rapidly 
as possible, but as yet that vast coun- 
try is only connected by one line.” 
Wrong Impression of Old Country, 

“In conclusion,” said Mr. Bullen, “I 
would like to correct the impression of 
the old country which is sao prevalent 
in Canada today and which vulgarly 
is: ‘The old country is no good except 
te borrow money from.’ Canadians 
must not judge the old country by 
the remittance man or the Cockney 
immigrant. In England the spirit of 
trust in Canada and a belief the fu- 
ture of the country is growing. This 
is shown by the amount of capital 
that Englishmen are putting into 
Canadian industries and Canadian 
railways." 


AGED ENGINEER FOUND. 


Had Strayed From «& Prospecting 
Party About a Month Ago. 

Port Arthur, June 21.—Captain 
Walpole Roland, the 88 year old min- 
ing engineer, who strayed from a 
prospecting party one month ago, in 
the Lake Manitou gold district, has 
been found, 

Several experienced private wand 
government search parties had given 
up hope of finding the aged captain 
alive, but after subsisting on poplar 
leaves and water for thirty-one days 
the marvellously strong will and con- 
Stitution of the captain conquered 
and he is today alive, and, excepting 


being physically weak, is apparently 
none the worse, 
Attracted by birch bark parch- 


ments seattered prominently by the 
lost man, a Dominion government 
geologist survey party, viz., Dr. G. L. 
Parsons, of Toronto, and Messrs. 
Thompson and Margurah, searched 
and found him about one mile from 
the trail from which he strayed, A 
correspondent had a short interview 
with Captain Roland and was favor- 
ably impressed with the keen, unim- 
paired mind which one might not 
be surprised to see affected. Cap- 
tain Roland leaves for his home in 
Port Arthur on Tuesday afternoon. 


Forest Fires Explode Powder,

fires. They contained 700 cases of 
explosives and were valued at $15,000 
The magazines were on an island and 
the fires jumped across from the 
mainiand.

DOUBLE DROWNING 
IN MEDICINE RIVER 


Two .Young .Lads .Meet .Death. at 
Evarts on Sunday—Younger Got 
Into a Hole and Brother Went to 
Assist Him—Both Lost Their Lives 


Red Deer, June 20—Earl Jackson, 
aged 14, and Charles Jackson, aged 
11, sons of C. B. Jackson, former mail 
carrier at Evarts, 25 miles west, were 
drowned on Sunday afternoon in the 
Medicine river at Evarts.

Each of By-Laws Submitted is 
Passed By Large Majority 
of Votes 


Despite the unfavorable weather that 
prevailed yesterday mearly two thou 
eand votes were cast in the four poil- 
ing subdivisions of the city, in each 
case ratifying by a large majority the 
five bylaws eubmitted for their ap- 
proval. 

The persistent labors of the Hos-

Next in order of popularity wae the 
bylaw to provide $75,000.00 for the 
purpose of, improving the East End 
Park and erecting exhibition buildings 
thereom.

Library Bylaw Passes. 

The bylaw to provide the sum of

RE-ORGANIZING 
STREET RAILWAY 


Recommendations For Radical 
Changes are Made by the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commissioner 


The feature of the meeting yester- 
day afternoon of the City Commis- 
sioners was the adoption of a scheme 
for the reorganization of the street 
railway upon lines set out in a volu- 
minous report submitted by the Ut+ 
ilities Commissioner. 

New Superintendent. 

A new superintendent was appoint- 
ed for the street railway in the per- 
son of C. V. Biswanger, who was for- 
merly employed on the Boston Eley- 
ated Street Railway. Mr. Biswan- | 
ger, who is a man of about twenty- 
eight years of age, started as a mo- | 
torman on the elevated and later was 
an instructor, He is said to under- 
stand the construction and operation 
of electric cars from start to finish. 
His appointment is merely on proba- 
tion and if he makes goor advance- 
ment is promised. He starts with a 
salary of $150 per month, 

Wages to Be Increased, 

Another recommendation adopted 
Was for an increase in the wages of 
the men, It is to compensate them 
for the recent changes whereby they 
must purchase and keep clean their 
uniforms and also pay their fares 
when travelling on the cars and not 
on duty. 

Reorganization, 

With reference to organization the 
Commissioner reported as follows: 

“We concluded some time ago to 
abolish the construction branch of 
the department and to consolidate 
same with the City Engineer's de- 
partment this was carried into ef- 
fect. I have determined that the or- 
ganization for operation should con- 
sist of the following, viz.: 

(a) Superintendent and four bran- 
ches, as follows, vix.: 

(b) Car operation, in 
day and night inspectors. 

(c) Maintenance of way, in charge 
of road master. Mor the present with 
our small organizaiion ihe 
spector also acts as road master. 

(u. ..aintenance of equipment, 
Same to be in charge of master me- 
chanic with day force under his di- 
rect supervision and night force un- 
der supervision of co npetent fore- 
man, Under the ink ier mechanic 
will also come overhead wire con- 
struction and maintenance, also shop 
work on repairs of specials and ap- 
Pliances for maintenance of way. 

(e) Office ,to be in charge of chief 
clerk during the day and in charge 
of assistant out of the regular hours 
assigned to the enief clerk with the 
office open during all time service is 
rendered, 

Rules and Regulations, 

Speaking of the rules and regula- 
tions the Commissioner says: 

“I have found the rules and re- 
Sulations somewhat cumbersome and 
confusing, with the result that they 
are not being uniformly or effectively 
practised and I would therefore pro- 
pose to direct the superintendent as 
soon as appointed as to revision and 
simplification of the rules and regu- 

Tot with a view to a high class of 

ractical service. The employes told 
what to do in plain direct language, 
they will be expected to govern 
themselves accordingly and as far as 
I have observed the service is in the 
hands of men possessed of a spirit of 
co-operation in a high degree and I 
believe that our present car men as a 
body stand above the average on the 
points of carefulness and reliability. 

Classes of Wages of Carmen. 

“I have found that the department 
had failed to fully carry out the ar- 
rangement as to clothing and clean- 
ing; this particularly with the ‘men 
added to the organization since the 
first lot of uniforms was purchased. 
I had a conference with a committee 
of the car men some time ago and 
explained to them that such an ar- 
rangement as had been contemplated 
as to clothing and cleaning would be 
hardly practicable in an organization 
such as the street railway where men | 
come and go and I proposed that we 
should simplify our relations. I ex- 
plained that it would be better to) 
compensate them in direct pay in liev | 
of purchasing clothing and sharing in 
cost of its upkeep and cleaning. At

this conference the committee pre- 
sented to me for consideration the 
following: | 


1. That owing to the present work- 
ing conditions we ask for an increase | 
in wages. 

2. That we be paid twice a month 
as has been the custom. 

3. That uniforms pe provided at 
the earliest possible date. 

4. That motormen and conductors 
be permitted to ride free on presen- 
tation of uniform badge. | 

After some discussion of the above | 
matters with the committee and care- 
ful consideration of all points raised 
I have concluded and recommend as) 
follows: | 

“That the wages of the carmen be 
increased from the rates now paid 2 
1-2c per hour for rates now 25c or 
over and Ye per hour for rates below 
25ec this increase being equivalent, ac- 
cording to my estimate, to the c st 
of uniforms and other  privileger 
which the men have through agree- 
ment or custim come to regard as a 
part of their compensation, 

“The above recommendation is 
made with the understanding that the 
men will make their own arrange- 
ments for uniforms and cleaning, will 
give efficient service and accept the 
increased rate of compensation in full 
settlement for @ch service, that the | 
motormen and cem@iuctors will not be | 
permitted to ride frte excepting when | 
travelling in full uniform going to! 
or from duty, No change has been | 
made as to pay days so that item |

Additional Car Barns. 

Speaking of the car barns the Com- 
missioner said it was too late this 
year to begin new barns, but he re- 
commended that additions be built 
according to plans now being pre- 
pared. 

Dealing with the rolling stock Mr. 
Rouilion says: 

“The rolling stock is far from he. 
ing In condition for safe and efficient 
service and it is insufficient for ade- 
quate service at times. An order was 
placed with the Ottawa Car Com- 
pany last fall for six new cars and 
subsequently an order for six more, 
but it. is evident that the city failed 
to protect its interest in the contract 
for these cars as the car builders 
are very slow in making deliveries 
and there seems to be no way of 
compelling more haste on their part. 


I have taken up correspondence with | Railway and Power 


them and hope to Nave some of the 
cars delivered at an early date. Steps 
are being taken with a view to plac- 
ing the entire equipment in a higher 
state of efficiency. I recommend that 
a set of spare trucks be ordered with 
the full electric equipment, this in 
order that we may have one set of 
trucks in condition ready to replace 
any needing repair at any time and 
that there be also purchased such 
other spare equipment as «we may 
deem necessary to have on hand to 
enable replacements without holding 
cars out of service.” , 

In connection with the receipts the 
Commissioner recommends that in 
future all tickets and cash be count- 
ed by two persons, one representing 
the Commissioners and one the sec- 
retary-treasurer. This will be done 
in a private office. 

Concluding Remarks, 

“It is my intention,” says the Com- 
missioner, “to change the routine of 
work of the organization of the of-

Two Parties Will Commence Work 
This Weck on Project of Mak- 
ing River Navigable Between 
Edmonton qd Winnipeg—Par- 
ties to Start from This City and 
Prince Albert. 


The first step towards actual estab- 
lishing of the water route from Ed- 
monton to Winnipeg via the Sas- 
katchewan will be taken by the Do- 
minion government this week. Sur- 
vey parties have been sent from Ot- 
tawa t6 Hamonton, Prinee Albert and 
Winnipeg. 

The ‘first detachment of the Ed- 
monton’ bound parties reached the 
@eity Saturday aftefnoon. 

L. R. Voligny, C.E., of the Pubii¢ 
Works Department, Ottawa, chief of 
the Edmonton parties, has not arrived 
in the city as yet but is expected év- 
ery day now, 

Two parties will probably set out 
from Edmontom the latter part of the 
week. Mach party will cover Z00

ANOTHER SCHEME OF 
WIRELESS PROMOTERS 


The Stn Electrical Company, Which 
Claims to Get Electricity from 
the Sun—No Machines on Mar- 
ket, but Mach Stock Sold. 


New York, June 20.—It was learn- 
ed today that the samé set of men 
who have been disppsing of stock in 
the numerous wireless and radio tele- 
graph and telephone companies, have 
been actively engaged during the past 
ten months in selling a vast amount 
of stock in a concern, styled the Sun 
Mlectrical Company, of 40 Maiden 
Lane, that does the marvellous work 
of gaining electricity from the sun. 

On the roof of the offices at the 
Maiden Lane address, is fitted up the 
wonderful instrument, composed of 
hundreds of pieces of lead, to each 
of which a piece of tin is fastened, 
These metals are set in glass covered 
frames, one side of which is exposed 
to the rays of the sun and the othes 
kept in the shade. Thus electricity, 
sufficient to supply all the lights in 
any aesars is obtained by the sim- 
ple ptocess of allowing the rays of 
the sun to shine on the upper side 
of the apparatus, and enough it is 
claimed is thus generated in a clear 
day to keep the lights going ior a 
week, 

Stock Sold All Over Country. 

Prospective purchasers of stock in 
the company are taken to the labora- 
tories in the Maiden Lane building, 
and invited to inspect the generator. 
The majority are so impressed with 
‘its genéral usefulness that they. im- 
mediately purehase large blocks of 
stock, and returning to their homes in 
all sections of the country, encourage 
their neighbors to do the same “be- 
fore the price of stock advances.” 

An interesting “factor in the exist- 
ence of this company is that no 
machines at all have been placed on 
the market, and that the promoters 
are content with the mere selling of 
stock. i 

All purchasers of this stock, too, 
are placed under an agreement that 
they shall not transfer their shares, 
a similar scheme to that adopted with 
the holders of wireless stock.

Minnesota,’ Wisconsin and the Dak- 
otas Badly ‘In Need of Rain. 


St. Paul, Mifn. June 20.—The in- 
tense heat i# burning the green crops 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin and the Dak- 
otas and the crops at the present 
time are in a critical condition. Not 
for five weeks has a substantial rain 
fallen in south®rn Minnesota and 
Wisconsin» Northern Minnesota and 
the Dakotas are little better fixed, 
except inthe Red River Valley, where 
the ynderground moisture is helping. 
Oats are cut up to fifty per cent. Bar- 
ley is badly cut. Timothy, wild hay 
and’ pasturage «are all badly affected 
and without especiaty heavy yains

He 
steadfastly refused to make any pur- 
chases of wheat from this part of the 
world, especially as he could secure 
plenty of it from other producing 
countries. The quality was not nearly 
s0 good, but it was good enough to 
answers the buyer's purpose for the 
time being. It was only natural to 
expect “nothing doing” in Canadian 
grain under the circumstances. Even 
with the heavy weclines, the longing 
of the Briton for prairie wheat has 
not been restored, and it seems pro- 
bable that he will wait for further 
bargains before he commits himself, 
In the meantime the .armers who 
held their wheat realize that they 
might have been 10c or 12c¢ a bushel 
richer if they had sold. But “might 
have been” always was a factor in 
farming. 
A General Decline, 

The other grains have followed the 
general lead of wheat, but they have 
not slid down so suddenly. Cash oats 
here fell from 82c¢ to 29 1-2¢ during 
May, and incidentally the producers’ 
chances of breaking even on that cer- 
eal were demolished. May flax sold at 
$1.50 on May 381, as compared with 
$2.10 at the end of April, a difference 
of 60c. This decline was theoretical 
rather than practical, however, ag 
very little flax is on the market. The 
Vetober option in the same commod- 
ity sold off from $1.61 to $1.62. The 
decline of 9¢ represents fairly well the 
difference of opinion as to the value 
of flax,
